inty that when Marmaduke 
is Governor there will be a great revolution in those 
ta which are subject to gubernatorial 

control and appointment. It became known not 
long ago that Marmaduke was certain under ordi- 
nary processes, of securing quite a number of dele- 
gates from this city, and the ring set to 
work to figure him out of it. 
There was one more end to be gained too. 
At the last primary Messrs. Luta, Woodward and 
McEntire proved to the satisfaction of the general 
— their inability to carry their own wards, and 


„ unless something extraordinary be done in 
their interest, ey would be un- 
able to as popular representatives to 


the nominating convention at Jefferson City. 
Hence, the problem to be solved was: How shail 
the primaries be arranged soas to deprive Mar- 
maduke of votes which he would ordinarily re- 
ceive, and so as to give to Lutz, Woodward & Co., a 
position which they could not get with the consent 
of the voters? This statement is’ not 
the result of mere theorizing. but comes directly’ 
from a man inside their camp. It appears that some 
neawsighted genius among them devised the plan 
which was adopted by the Central Committee at its 
meeting on Saturday night. Pursuant to 
this plan a resolution was 7 — 
roviding that, instead of electing delegates direct 
rom the wards tothe nominating convention at the 
Capital, the Democrata of St. Louis shall eléct 
delegates to representative district conventions, 
which district conventions shall in turn choose del- 
egates to the State body. There are four represen- 
tative districts in St. Louis, and hence there is an 
average of seven wards to each district. The ring 
knows full well that in every group of six or seven 
wards their element will have such a majority as to 
enable them to name the entire delegation from 
such interest, and that they can ruh in Lutz and 
Woodward by means of such a  conven- 
tion, regardless of the wishes of 
the voters. The plan would be an admirable 
one were it not forthe fact that it will not work. 


It has been the custom from time immemorial in 


St. Louis to elect delegates to State Conventions di- 
rect from the wards and counties, and 
NOT THROUGH SUB-CONVENTIONS 


of representative districts. Moreover, the 
call recently issued by the State 
Central Committe continues that custom 


through the present campaign and leaves no opt 
save to elect by counties or wards. It does say that 
each county or ward shall be entitled to representa- 
tion on the basis of onefor every 500 Hancock votes 
in the representative districts of which they are a 
part, but nothing as to electing by representative 
districts. Mesars. Davis, Creveling and 
Clark at Saturday night's meeting called attention to 
the fact thatthis scheme for gagging the Demo- 
cratic voters of this city had no warrantin the phra- 
seoiogy of the call, but the ring representatives 
were too strong, and they not only voted it through, 
but they tabled a resolution to reconsider, 40 as to 
prevent any one from bringin it up 
again at to-morrow night's meet- 
ing. Yesterday, however, somebody 
put a great big flea in the ear of one oftheir mana- 
gers to to the effet that, although they might have 


the power to thus elect delegates in any form they 
pleased, regardiess of law, they might not have the 
power to seat them after having 


elected them. In fact, they were warned that the 
Jeiferson City Convention is to be largely in favor 
of Marmaduke, and the Marmaduke majority will 
certainly not submit to any scheme whose manifest 
and confessed purpose was to rob Marmaduke of 
the few votes he was entitled to from St. Louis, but 


would refuse to allow their delegation ita 
seats. It was furthermore announced that, 
rotesting against such a barefaced proceeding. the 
Marmaduke men would put up in each ward a ticket 


of delegates to be elected direct to Jefferson City 
and these delegates would unquestionably be 
accorded the seats—in fact that the 
ring would lose the entire St. Louis vote 
by trving to “hoc” it all. They 
saw the force of this reasoning, and to-day they are 
wondering bow they are gam to get out of tne 
scrape. The longer headed ones have agreed that 
since the motion to reconsider was tabled, the only 
way to do will be for one of them to move to take 
up the question by unanimous consent, reconsider it, 
and then issue a revised call according to the au- 
thority of the State Committee. This will probably 
be done, but if any one objects to that course the 
game will be blocked, and it will be not only possi- 
ble, but probable that Marmaduke will capture the 
entire vote of the city of St. Louis.

SANCTIFIED WEALTH. 

Moopy, the American evangelist, is delighted 
with the spiritual welfare of London because 
he found there a vast amount of what he calls 
‘sanctified wealth,” something which he says 
is very rare in America. The American defi- 
ciency, we are told, arises from the fact that 
nearly all the rich men in the United States 
were born poor; whereas, London has a large 
number of families who were born in wealth 
and are able to breathe its atmosphere without 
choking.” Therefore, America requires mis- 
sionaries more than England does.” 

Inherited wealth, according to Mr. Moopr, 
partakes of the sanctity of a treasure laid up 
above, but wealth acquired by earning it is 
nothing but filthy, unsanctified lucre. Our 
American rich men are probably less liberal 
than those of England in providing 
for the spiritual wants of the 
poor around them, but it must be admitted that 
the opulent men of England have not been 
noted for recklessly lavishing their inherited 
wealth upon the poor in order that they might 
follow Jesus. They have held it firmly from 
generation to generation, in disregard of His 
commands, And, by the way, Mr. Moopr 
seems to have forgotten that Jesus was born in 


lee were born as poor as any of our mill- 
ionaires. 

There is either some mistake about the origin 
and precepts of the Christian religion or Mr, 
Moopy is mistaken about the sanctifying 
influence of inherited wealth, and the soul- 
destroying effect of riches acquired by effort. 
Perer Coor an, Sternen Grrarnp, Grone 
Pgapopy and other self-made millionaires 
on this side of the water have made 
most benevolent and charitable use of their 
earnings. The “‘sanctified wealth” which has 
been accumulating and increasing from gener- 
ation to generation in the families of the dukes 
of Argyll, Sutherland, Bedford, and a few oth- 
er nobles who have inherited the island of 
Great Britain, has somehow failed to make the 
possessors famous as models of virtue or as ben- 
efactors of the human race. 

As a people we are already enough addicted 
to money-getting and the tendency toward 
founding an hereditary plutocracy is already 
sufficiently strong among us. Yet Mr. Moody's 
revision of the Sermon on the Mount would 
teach us to reverence those who are born rich 
as better and surer to see God than other 
people.

Citizen Rights, 

From a speech delivercd by Mayor Cleveland at an in- 
dignation meeting when Blaine woe Seoretary af 
State. 

“Tt needed not the statute which is now the law 
of the land, declaring that all naturalized citizens 
while in foreign lands are entitled to and shall re. 
cejve from this Government the same protection of 
person and property which is accorded to native- 
born citizens,’ to voice the policy of our nation. 

“In all landswhere the semblance of liberty is 
preserved the right of a person arrested to a speedy 
accusation and trial is or ought to be a fundamental 
law as it is a rule of civilization. 

“At any rate, we hold it is to be so, and this is one 
of the rights which we undertake to guarantee to 
any native-born or naturalized citizen of ours, 
whether he be imprisoned by order of the Czar of 
Russia or under the pretext of a law administered 
for the benefit of the landed aristocracy of En- 
gland. . 

“We do not claim to make laws for other coun- 
tries, but we do insist that whatsoever those laws 
may be, they shall, in the interests of human free- 
dom and the rights of mankind, so far as they in- 
volve the liberty of our citizens, be speedily admin 
istered. We have aright to say, and do say, that 
mere suspicion without examination or trial is not 
sufficient to justify the long imprisonment of a citi- 
zen of America, Other nations may permit their 
citizens to be thus imprisoned, Ours will not. And

A Man's Heart Torn Out by a Railway 
Accident. 

A number of St. Louisians returning via the Wa- 
bash from Chicago on Saturday witnessed a horrible 
tragedy at Decatur, about 4 p. m. As the train 
neared a crossing at the edge of that city, and was 
moving at the rate of about ten miles an hour, a man 
was seen approaching the crossing along the dirt 
road driving Aa fine pair of bay 
horses to a spring wagon. He evidently 
saw the train very plainly, but the horses kept on at 
a rapid gait, as though intending to cross ahead of 
the engine. Several people standing near the croas- 
ing shouted to him, as did the fireman of the engine 
from his position in the cab. When about forty 

ards from the track the man was seen to pull 
mack hard on the lines, as though 
determined to check the spirited animals 
which he was driving; but they refused to be halted, 
and darted up the incline on to the track, with 
their necks sharply arched by the strong pull their 
driver was making. At that instant the engine 
reached the crossing, and the pilot struek the near 
horse in the side. Of course both animals were 
knocked off sidewise, the wagon meanwhile be- 
ing swung around against the side 
of the engine. The man attem 
to jump, but jumped on the wrong side, and before 
any one could fully realize what had happened, he 
was lying under the cars, and his head wascut off 
close to the chin. The train was stopped a few yards 
further on, the passengers and crew ran The 
poor fellow's body, frightfully cut up above the 
waist, lay partly across the rail, while twenty 
yards further along lay his head 
and heart four feet apart. The heart seemed to be 
intact, and it was beating regularly and strongly, 
and continued to do so for the next ten minutes. 
Down the bank against a fence lay one of the horses 
in the throes of death, the other having torn itself 
free and dashed off. The wagon was broken to 
yieces. It was learned that the deceased was Joseph 
jrown, a farmer, who lived with his parents and 
was their sole support. A messenger ran back to 
the depot and called a switch engine which soon 
came and took charge of the remains, while the 
train resumed its journey.

POST-OFFICE KECOMMENDATIONS. 


Several Important Changes Suggested for 
the St. Louis Office. 

A number of important changes in the Post-Office 
have been recommended by the commission which 
recently inspected the department here, consisting 
of C. J. French, A. Burt and Geo. A. Dill. They 
speak highly of Assistant-Postmaster Scruple, and 
pay a very earnest tribute to Cashier Ross and As- 
sistant Cashier Simpson. They are of opinion, 
however, that these gentlemen are both too far ad- 
vanced in years for efficient service in their respect- 
ive positions, and recommended that 
they be given other positions. It is 
recommended that the position of auditor be 


abolished, and that its duties, together with those of 
the cashier's department, be performed by a cash- 
ler and clerk. — changes in the division of 
work are recommended, which have no interest for 
the general public. Under the proposed plan there 
would be in the first division an assistant postmas- 
ter at $38,000, an official secretary at $1,300, a cashier 
at $2,400, cashier's clerk at $1,500,messenger at $600; 
in the second division two letter clerks at £540 each, 
one paper clerk at $780, and a porter at $540; in the 
third division a superintendent at $2,200, assistant at 
$1,600. Later collections of mail are recommended. 
The plan provides for eight additional clerks.

A Convoy of Slaves in Africa—Sccnes in 
the Soudan.

In that 
dirty and ill-smelling boat, scarcely large 
enough to acc — two travelers, were 
crowded ten women and five children on their 
way to Cairo to be sold. Those fifteen victims 
were huddled pell-mell in the hold, while on 
the deck a dozen sailors were laughing boister- 
ously. The captain, leaning against the mast, 
was smoking his chibouque, and I never saw on 
a galley-slave a more hang-dog looking coun- 
tenance or sucha sinister head, Our drago- 
man knew him, and told us that he was an old 
Turkish cawas, well-known at Cairo, very dar- 
ing, fearing neither God nor the Devi „vet, 
withal, a pattern of filial devotion; in proof of 
which, on his return from his last expedition, he 
had sent to his parents at Constantinople a pair 
of young negroes of great beauty. The drago- 
man also explained tous the method of pursu- 
ing this sort of industry. 

e slave-traders maintain spies on the con- 
fines of the Soudan, whose duty itis to keep 
them informed as to the condition of the villages 
that border on the Nile, the number of women 
and children suitable for seizure, the habits of 
the population, and the most opportune hour 
for making a successful raid. t time hav- 
ing arrived, mounted on swift dromedaries 
bearing at their flanks huge i they 
pounce like a flock of vultures on the villages 
indicated, bind their victims, throw them into 
the hompers, and take flight.

CHEAP FIDDLES VALUABLE. 


Remenyi Astonished at a Fifty-cent

A few evenings since John P. Andrews of 
Hackensack invited a small party of gontlemen, 
including several amateur violinists, to meet 
Remenyi, when an incident occurred that cre- 
ated a sensation and greatly astonished the 
Hungarian virtuoso.

The history of the Prince who thus — is 
very remarkable. Prince Albert-Honore- Char- 
les, Duke of Valentinois, born November 13, 
1848, son of Charles VII, Prince of Monaco, 
married September 21, 1869, Maria Victoria, 
born December 11, 1850, daughter of the late 
William Alexander Archibald Anthony, Duke 
of Hamilton, Brandonand Chatellerault, and 
of Princess Mary, daughter of the late Charles 
Louis Frederick, Grand Duke of Baden. The 
espousals took about the middle of Sep- 
tember, 1869, and the re marriage was 
celebrated at Soissons in a chateau belonging to 
Prince Albert of Monaco. The hereditary 
Prince of Monaco and Maria Victoria of Hamil- 
ton met at a banquet, and dwelt in company 
several months in the Castle of Marchais, that 
they might become mutually acquainted. Un- 
fortunately the young lady conceived for him 
so great abhorrence t she protested to her 
mother her utter unwillingness to marry him, 
declaring the impossibility ever to love him as 
a wife should do. Had the mother hearkened 
to the prayers of her unfortunate daughter all 
would have been then at an end; but the moth- 
er herself was not entirely a free < Napo- 
leon III. willed this marriage at all hazards. 

The mother, either unable to conquer her fear 
of the Emperor, or trusting that time would 
change her daughter’s ideas, was unalterable in 
her determination. Maria Hamilton approached 
the altar, crowned like a pagan victim.

Every 
two or t days the Princess would find her 
wey thither, and when the Prince would come 
to fetch her she would go to ask asylum from 
some friend to avoid being obliged to accom- 
pany him. When forcibly taken back to Mo- 
naco her desperation was such that the phy- 
sicians, fearing for her life, were frequently 
forced to recommend that no violence should be 
used and that the Prince should not appear be- 
fore her. 

This state of things continued until January, 
1870, when she, being enciente, quitted the pal- 
ace of the prince never to return. resisting all 
the entreaties of Pius IX, of Napoleon III, and 
of other sovereigns, who endeavored to reunite 
two persons separated by an invincible antipa- 
thy. These facts are not imaginary ; they clear- 
ly result from the process actually conducted 
by the bishop of Strasbourg, July 12, 1870. The 
princess gave birth to a son, Louis-Honore- 
Charles-Antonio. She claimed the right to 
keep him under her exclusive care and control, 
contrary to the desire of his father, Prince Al- 
bert, Who some years later endeavored to kid- 
nap the child. In consequence of this attempt 
Princess Maria Hamilton, in 1878, laid before 
the Sacred Congregation of the Council a peti- 
tion for the annulment of her marriage, based 
upon the fear and pressure brought to bear by 
her mother, and the lack of her own consent to 
said nuptials. The question being a grave one, 
in view of the consummation of the marriage, 
and the subsequent birth of ason from that 
union, the Holy Father decided that the case 
should not proceed in the ordinary way, but 
named a special committee of cardinals, con- 
sisting of their eminences Caterini, Monacola, 
Valletta, Ferrieri, Bartolini and Sparretti, who, 
after hearing both ies, pronounced, in May, 
1879, a sentence in favor of the annullation of 
said marriage. This judgment the pope de- 
clined to ratify, the reasons which miltiated 
against Prince Albert of Monaco not being suf- 
ficiently established. Therefore, in accordance 
with the provisions of the bull Dei Misseratione, 
he appointed a second commission on January 
3, 1580, and this unhappy marriage was finally 
annulled. 


. Flogging a Jewess. 


The followi letter has been sent by the 
Jewess Sher Anes direct to Lord Granville : 
**TANGIERS, May 30, 1884. 
‘My Lorp—On the night of January 380 of 
last year I was dragged from my home and was 
terribly flogged by the order and in the presence 
of the interpreter of the Vice Consul at Daral- 
bacia (Casablanca.) This person, Mr. Joseph 
Amiel, did not say why I must be flogged. but 
he made the soldiers beat me until I was almost 
senseless. I was afterward told that I ‘was 
beaten because of my improper conduct. Sev- 
eral persons of g standing in Casablanca, 
including the rabbi and the merchant in whose 
serviee | was at the time, and also the Ameri- 
can Vice Consul. have testified to my good con- 
duct, but I cannot live in my native town after 
such a dreadful dis . y | appeal to your 
lordship’s sense of justice to secure me redress ! 
Mr. Amiel, who is a rich man, has run away to 
Palestine, and the Vice Consul at Casablanca 
will not hear my case, nor will the English 
Minister at Tangier take it up, so I have no one 
to turn to, and the lawyer who bas undertaken 
my defense tells me that uniess your lordship 
will order the courts in Gibraltar to hear the 
case I shall never get justice, and therefore |! 
pray your lordship to grant my uest to have 
the case tried by an English court in Gibraltar. 
[am now living at Tangiers, as I cannot live at 
Casablanca. I am here in Tangiers that 
there was an inquiry into my case, and that it 
is all over, so if that is true I must go away 
and trouble the authorities no more I was 
never asked any questions by any English 
officials, oer at Casal or here, but some 
friends tell me that in England there is more 
justice than in this country, and that her 
ajesty the Queen would never allow a poor 
irl to be beaten nearly to death, as 1 have 
5 n, and I beg of your lordship to tell the 
Queen about it. I am your lordship’s obedient 
servant.

Gibson then stepped forward and very 
gracefully placed the blue ribbon of the German 
Order around her husband's neck and tied the cross 
toit. Mr. Gibson already had on the Austrian red 
ribbon with the Commander's Cross of the Francis 
—2 Order of Austria. He then spoke as fol- 
Ows: 

MR. GIBSON'S SPEECH. 

“My Frrenps—Among the rolls of honor of the 
world none stand higher than a high order of Knight- 
hood granted by the German Emperor at the in- 
stance of the German Chancellor. I am an old Vir- 
ginian, and I appreciate the distinctions and digni- 
ties of every great Government. But though I ama 
Knight Commander in Austria-Hungary, and Knight 
of the second class in the Crown Order in Germany, 
lam still as much as ever a plain American citizen. 
If I were decorated all over with Imperial double 
eagles, my heart would still beat to the music of my 
own great country, and remain as proud as ever of 
the glories and greatness and of the high charac- 
ter and intelligence of the American people. In this 
conpection, permit me to read a letter from our own 


Secretary of State: 
* “*DEPARTMENT OF Srar n. 
“ “‘WasSHINGTON, JUNE 13, 1884. | 
Hon. Geo. G. Vest, United States Senate: 

Sin- Referring to our conversation of yesterday 
morning and to Mr. Gerlich's letter to you of the 2ist 
ult. concerning the decoration which the Emperor 
of Germany proposes to bestow upon Mr. Charles 
Gibson, it appears that Mr. Gibson is well aware 
that, as he is a private citizen, there is no legal im- 
pediment to the acceptance of the honor, butina 
spirit of loyalty, asks whether there are any objec- 
tions of national propriety or delicacy which would 
make itin any degree improper for him to accept 
the decoration. . 

***T appreciate most highly Mr. Gibson's position in 
the matter, but can see no impropriety in his ac- 
cepting the proffered compliment. As there is no 
provision of law preventing a private citizen from 
accepting a decoration, while there is an express 
provision of the Constitution prohibiting an accept- 
ance by an officerof the government, it may ~ 
fairly inferred that the framers of the Constitution | 
saw no Objection to the acceptance of such an honor 
by one not an officer. In the light of existing legis- 
lation it would, in my opinion, seem unappreciative 
on Mr. Gibson's part to refuse the compliment to be 
offered him. I have the honor to be, sir, your obedi- 
ent servant, FreDeRIcK T. FRELINGHUYSEN.’ 

“Justice to Germany does not imply any lack of | 
devotion to my own country,and love of honor is 
and ought to be inherent to every American gentle- 
man, and every American can and ought to bea 

‘ntleman in the true sense of that word. Much as 
prise this honor, it is much more precious to me by 
other considerations attending its donation. 

For more than forty years a genuine friendship 
has existed between the Germans and myself. A 
quarter of a century ago the German Emperor gave 
me the vases you see in my parlor, with the inscri 
tion on them written by Alexander Von Humboldt. 
Since that time he has filled the world with the | 
fame of himself, his Chancellor,and that of the 


| great soldiers and statesmen who surrounded his

throne; he has founded a great Empire and given 
unity, powerand grandeurto the German people. 
The history of the Germansfor more than 1,000 | 
years past contains no “ater page than the one | 
The long and celebrat-

mands to-day an army of amillion and a half of 
men and governs fifty millions of people; 
a brave, learned, scientific, and 
order - lovi people; brave among the 
brave, an great among the at. 
I would be less than an American gentleman if I re- 
ceived without emotion such a dignity as this from 
such a government. This Order is sent in a manner | 
very flattering to me; comes directly by order, from | 
the German tion at Washington. Not even the 
consul is to deliver it. In a letter to me Baron Von 
Eisendecker signifies a wish to visit and deliver the 
order in person to me. For more than twenty years 
past I have held no office, had no power, and have 
nothing to give in return for these extraordinar 
honors except my gratitude for the honor conferred. 
It may not be amiss for me to read here the letter 
of Count Leyden. 

COUNT LEYDEN'S LETTER.
